establish a loose leaf market ai i 
Springfield where tobacco may 
be received and taken care of in | 
large or small lots and in an> 
•vhape. Mr Gooding says that he i 
will be p-epar d to redry and 
pr.ze tobacco and put it in shap? 
for the export trade. It is also 
proposed u> eat • dish a stemming 
department and it is calculated 1 
that when the establishment is 
in full operation, employment 
will be afforded for between 100 ; 
and 2O0 hands. Thus the con¬ 
cern will prove of great benefit 
to the business i uteres s of 
Springfield as well as to the 
tobacco growers of the countv. 

Mr. Gooding had an informal 
meeting with some of the direc¬ 
tors of the warehouse company 
here Saturday, but, owing tj the 
a'bssuce of some of the board, 1 
nothing definite was done. A 
meeting will be arranged for a 
near date in the future at which 
the plans will be more fully dig- i 
cussed. 

The question which will arise 
with members of what i> known 
as the * poolers,” or the Burley 
Tobacco Society, is will the es 
tablshiog of the warelionse in¬ 
ter fc.e with their plans and prin¬ 
ciples. Mr. Good’ng says not— 
that his company will take care 
of pooled tobacco, redry it and 
store it at a much less expense 
than is beiog paid to the Loo is 
vil e warehouses now. 

One thrng which should be par 
ticularly emphasized is the fact 
that the warehouse will be used 
to furnish an open market at 
which there will be present buy- 1 
ers from other points and repre¬ 
senting various interests from 
the American Tobacco Company 
to the small independent manu 
facturer. Mr. Gooding’s com 
pany will be a buyer.inopenc jtn- 1 
petition with other buyers and 
the biggest offer gets the tobac- , 
co, of course. Farmers may i 
bring their tobacco in and offer it 
on the market and if the price is 
not satisfactory he may refuse it 
and take his crop home and take 
it elsewhere, or, for a re&souable 
fee, he may have it prized and 
stored in the warehouse until 
such a time as he concludes to 1 
dispose of it 1 

The loose leaf market idea has 
proven popular wherever it has 1 
been tried. At Lexington last i 
year this was the most popular 
method of marketing tobacco 1 
for farmers and Mr. Gooding’s 
company handled several million 
pounds of the weed. Mr. Good¬ 
ing thinks that Springfield will 
be an admirable point for the 
location of a looee leaf market. I

DEEP PLANTING OF CORN. 

Where the • urn laud is loose and 
mellow and the plainer wheels sink to 
a considers b> depth It la a very easy 
matter to get the seed corn In deeper 
thau Is really Intended. When tbs 
weather is dry and this looseness of 
soli continue* until the seed has germi¬ 
nated and has come out of the ground
